T h e no te o f (this go vern m en t vo ic­ 
ing the dt mantis has l>een dispatched 
to the A m erican co n sular agent a t Re­ 
val to be h an ded to th e So viet repre­ 
sen tative th e ie fo r co m m unicatio n to 
his go vernm ent. 
T h is is underto o d to be the first 
direct dem and m ade upo n So viet Rus- 
ia by this g o vern m en t fo r the release 
o f th e A m ericans, previo u8 o vertures 
h avin g been carried o n th ro ug h n e u­ 
tra l agencies. 
T h e co m m unicatio n 
is understo o d 
to co ntain a ste rn w arn in g to R ussia 
th a t th e So viet a uth o r id he s can ho ld 
no ho pe fo r any A m erican aid fo r th e 
peo ple o f R ussia who are repo ted to 
be sufferin g fro m sta rva tio n and di­ 
sease, w hile A m erican citizens a r e be­ 
ing held in priso n un de r So viet o rders. 
T h e re a re no w abo ut e ig h t A m eri­ 
cans who a re in jail in R ussia and 
ap pro xim ately o ne h un dre d m o re w ho 
a re being detained by th e So viet a u ­ 
th o ritie s alth o ugh they a re no t ac tua l­ 
ly im priso ned.

many frien ds, the coun sel of wean * 
: .1 power, an d public opin ion , the cn ii 
of good politics poin ted in on e direc­ 
tion an d the crowd wen t that way . It 
was a stampede. 
Lin coln stood alon e 
at the corn er.

At twen ty -eight y ears of age he bad 
safely passed the great dan ger poin t 
in his career.
